An instance has come to the notice of the Government that a 
Panchayat has encashed the 12 year National Defence Security Bond 
worth Rs 2010 before the time of maturity. This has resulted in 
avoidable loss to the Panchayat which could have waited till the bond 
becomes mature. The rules governing the matter do not specifically 
prohibit or restrict the Panchayats from realising their investment 
in security bonds and so it is open to the Panchayat to encash the 
bond before its maturity . Government consider that some restriction 
has to be made in the rules governing the matter . 

This amendment is intended to achieve the above object.
